Quick Shift 


The Story of a Goalie’s 
Ups and Downs 


by Stan Baumgartner 


Inquirer Hockey Writer 


Don’t think that fellow you 
see standing in front of the nets 
has a soft job of it just because 
he is packed with pads, has a 
stick to defend himself and 
doesn’t have 4@ move more than 
5 feet ateany)time during a 
game. 

He’s the goalie, and if there 
is any tougher#jeb \in hockey 
than being a goaliey(other than 
being a coach) WallyeKilrea, 
head-man of the Rockéts ‘would 
like to know it. 


The handsome, affable, “soft 
spoken boss often played goal 
when he was a boy—‘just to 
see what it was like,” he says. 
“Once I was old enough to 
know better, I then became a 
center.” 

The goaltender is the last 
line of defense. If he is not-a 
daring, agile, sharpwitted lad 
the red light you see behind his 
cage may turn into a pink slip 
in quick fashion—pink slips” 
being as they are a symbol for 
getting fired. 

“He’s the fellow,” says Kilrea 
“who doesn’t get into the lime- 
light ordinarily unless he has a 
bad night. He shoves out a 
stick, a hand or makes no 
movement at all and a shot is 
saved or flies wide of the target. 
The spectators pay little 
heed..they give all the atten- 
tion and the cheers to a 
Stefaniw, a Hergesheimer or a 
Wochy. But if the goalie misses 
..Oh Boy!..He gets every- 
thing but the bucket. 

“Being a goalie is a tough 
and exacting job. He must have 
a fine pair of hands as quick and 
tough as they are big. He must 
be able to use them as skillfully 
as a big league first baseman. 
And the puck flies faster than a 
baseball. 


“His eyes must be quick and 
twice as sure. A goalie never 
gets two shots at a puck. If he 
does not sight it with the first

look he is fost} In a pinch a 
fellow with impaired, eyesight 
might get by aS.a Wingman or 
even on the defense but down 
in front of that net you’ve got 
to have good eyes. They, must 
be the eyes of a hawk. 


“Great goalies are born not 
made. To these natural attri¢ 
butes must be added a sense of 
judgement which can be sharp- 
ened by experience. But that, 
too, is mostly instinct. It is this 
judgement which instantly tells 
a goalie that an oncoming for- 
ward is going to feint him in a 
certain direction and then hold 
the puck instead of shoot it and 
follow up with a shot for an 
opening. The crack goalie can 
tell by the actions of a wingman 
what his intentions are. 

“He must anticipate every 
move of the offense as it comes 
toward him and once he gets 
his hands on the puck he must 
clear it, if possible, into the 
path of one of his own mates. 
He must avoid rebound shots 
and never put the rubber back 
in action in*front of thé goal. 


“Smart forwards try all sorts 
4 


_of tricks to outwit the goalie. 


The mostcommon, of course: is 
to peer intently at one side of 
the goal and shoot for the op- 
posite point of the net. To 
avoid this the goalie never 
looks into the eyes of the at- 
tacking puck carrier. If he does 
he’s a sucker. The goalie is the 
one man in hockey who should 
never lose sight of the puck. 
Even when the puck is at the 
otherend of the rink, with his 
owfl tezmmates threatening to 
score,\ the .net-minder should 
keep his eyespglued to the little 
rubber discg 


“A goalie offea~bats a puck 
with his gloved hand or catches 
it when it would be easier to 
reach with the stick. Why? The 
reason is because the elusive 
little puck will roll once it drops 
on the ice. One place it might 
roll is in the net and no matter 
how it gets in it counts. 


“Goaltenders usually defend 
the goal from the side on which 
the attack is coming. If the of- 
fensive is moving down the 
right alley the net-minder will

Is The Goal Judge 
A Forgotten Man? 


Nobody gives a thought to 
the goal judge in hockey until 
a dispute arises over the scor- 
ing of a goal, and then the fans 
give vent to their feelings in the 
event that the man at the red 
light switch happens to make 
a decision against the home 
club. 


The goal judges have the 
most important jobs outside of 
the rink. They shave to have 
keen eyes and to be.able to tell 
instantly when the(puck crosses 
the line of the cage front? Often 
their decisions are vital in a 
close game, inasmuch ‘as gthe 
referee usually takes the word 
of the goal judge when a team 
questions the validity of a goal: 


There was a case in New 
York where a Ranger player 
who already scored two of his 
team’s goals, contended that 
another of his shots had gone 
clear through the net and into 
the backboards. 

The referee questioned the 
goal judge who declared that 
the shot in question had gone 
wide of the net. The player even 
went to the trouble of squeez- 
ing a puck through the cords 
just to prove that it ‘could be 
done, but the goal judge was 
adamant and the referee ac- 
cepted his decision as final. 

As a result, the Rangers 
wound up in a tie game with 
their opponent, whereas if the 
goal judge had changed his 
verdict they would have won by 
the margin of the disputed tally.
